Seven Unsolved Mysteries 

Without the light of God-given reve- 
lation, the universe is full of mysteries 
which man cannot solve. Seven of these 
are summarized in Time’s Science De- 
partment (Sept. 14) which in turn quotes 
the Scientific American. In each case 
there is an outline of the problem, with 


quotations from leading authorities, in- 
cluding theories to explain the mys- 
teries; but always there is the admission 
that the final answer has not been found. 
The particular subjects mentioned in 
these articles are: The composition of 
matter, the force that holds matter to- 
gether, cosmic rays, the galaxies in 
space, the analysis of proteins, the de- 
velopment of a fertilized egg cell, and 
man’s memory. In each of these fields, 
though discoveries have been made, the 
scientists are finally baffled. For exam- 
ple, on the question of what holds matter 


together, Dr. Hans A. Bethe, atomic 
physicist, says that “the particles (or 
waves) that form atomic nuclei should 


repel one another. Instead, they cling 
tightly to one another with a force that 
is .. . ten trillion trillion trillion times 
as strong as the force of gravitation.” 
Cosmic rays strike “the earth from 
Space with energies up to one hundred 
million billion electron volts.” But the 
scientists do not agree on the origin of 
the rays or the source of their power. 
The galaxies of space “often look like 
spinning pinwheels,” but Cecilia H. 
Payne-Gaposchkin of Harvard Observa- 
tory “does not know how they got that 
way.” A Danish biochemist, and a Scot- 
tish scientist have studied proteins and 
the development of a living cell, “but 
they cannot explain yhow the apparently 
simple cell can, all by itself, construct 
something as complicated as a whale— 
or a man.” There is no satisfactory ex- 
planation of the marvelous workings of 
a human memory. But for everyone who

knows and believes the Bible there is 
an explanation of the ultimate origin— 
though not of the mechanics—of these 
phenomena of nature. It is God Himself. 
In the Bible He has given us some light 
on these mysteries. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is the one who holds matter to- 
gether: “And he is before all things, 
and in him all things consist” (“hold 
together,” marg., Col. 1:17, A.S.V.). The 
starry heavens, with all the galaxies, are 
God’s handiwork: “When I consider thy 
heavens, the work of thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars, which thou hast or- 
dained:; what is man, that thou are mind- 
ful of him? and the son of man, that 
thou visitest him?” (Psa. 8:3, 4.) The 
final secret of life is hidden with Christ 
in God: “All things were made by him: 
and without him was not any thing made 
that was made. In him was life; and 
the life was the light of men” (John 1: 
3, 4). The growth of a fertilized egg is 
not a new mystery. David praised God 


for His marvelous power and wisdom 
even in this respect: “For thou hast 
possessed my reins: thou hast covered 


me in my mother’s womb. I will praise 
thee; for I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made: marvellous are thy works; and 
that my soul knoweth right well” (Psa. 
139: 13, 14). This should be our attitude: 
not helpless and hopeless bewilderment 
before the wonders of the natural world, 
but rather thanksgiving and praise to 
God for His infinite power and wisdom, 
and for His condescension in revealing 
to us all that we need to know of the 
spiritual world.

Repentance 


Babylon, the message begins: “The Lord 
hath been sore displeased with your 
fathers. .. . Be ye not as your fathers, 
unto whom the former prophets have 
cried ... but they did not hear. 

Your fathers, where are they? . . . But 
my words... which I commanded my 
servants the prophets, did they not take 
hold [or overtake] of your fathers? and 
they returned and said, Like as the Lord 
of hosts thought to do unto us... so 
hath he dealt with us.” The punish- 
ment of the exile had been a fulfillment 
of God’s threatening by the former 
prophets, and the exiles realized it. 
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Now, to such as had returned to re- 
build the Temple and re-establish Jewish 
life and religion in Judah, God says 
through Zechariah: “Don’t follow the 
sinful ways of your fathers. Be warned 
by their fate.” Here was an anticipation 
of the words of our Lord, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish” 
(Luke 13:5). 

For our times, too, the call to repent 
is the most insistent word from God. 
Dire judgments have already passed over 
our twentieth century world, and yet 
darker perils threaten. To us of this gen- 
eration, the Bible, with its many exam- 
ples of judgment on sin, cries, “Except 
ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
To us, too, current history with its proof 
that men reap what they sow cries, “Ex- 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish.” And in our passage from Zechariah 
may be seen three reasons why we 
should repent. 

1. We should repent because of God’s 
displeasure against our sin. “The Lord 
hath been sore displeased with your 
fathers.” wrote the prophet. His hearers 
and readers had only to look back on 
what had happened to their fathers to 
see that sin brings God’s displeasure 
against the sinner. We, too, need only 
to review quite recent history to see 
God’s displeasure against man’s sin. Yet, 
though proof abounds that God's dis- 
pleasure is awakened by man’s sin, peo- 
ple are slow to believe it. The namby- 
pamby theology of Modernism has 
blinded the eyes of men to the stern line 
in the face of God. We must realize afresh 
that there is severity as well as good- 
ness in God. It has rightly been said 
that so far as the Bible is concerned, 
“Apart from the cross there is no vision 
but that of an angry God into whose 
hands it is a fearful thing to fall.” Yes, 
God is sore .displeased by sin, espe- 
cially sin against light. 

Back of all the confusion, all the tense- 
ness, all the frightful possibilities in the 
world situation today lies God’s wrath 
against sin. The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom. Till men realize 
anew that God is sore displeased with 
our ungodliness and our wicked ways, 
till men really come to fear Him and His 
displeasure, we shall not even begin to 
find the right way to deal with our prob- 
lems. Let us be sure of it, God is sore 
displeased with the moral looseness of 
our times. He is sore displeased with 
the profanity and blasphemy so rife all 
about us. He is sore displeased with the 
many homes that provide no adequate 
moral and spiritual training for chil- 
dren. God is sore displeased with the 
lying propaganda of the liquor interests 
by which thousands of new alcoholics 
have been produced in our generation. 
God is sore displeased that we are lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God, 
that most professed Christians in North 
America are at ease in Zion and content 
to go on, living in “an island of prosperity

amid an ocean of poverty.” It is the 
supreme folly of our age that we dis- 
regard the fact that God is displeased 
with our sin and will make His displeas- 
ure more and more stingingly evident 
except we repent. To Lot and his fam- 
ily in Sodom came one day the message, 
“Escape for thy life.’ Why? The dis- 
pleasure of God was about to fall on 
that wicked city to its utter destruction. 
And to modern men and women, living 
as we do in a Sodom-like society, God’s 
call is, “Escape for thy life.” His dis- 
pleasure is hot against our sin, and the 
only escape from the wrath sin invites 
is by the way of repentance. “Turn ye 
now from your evil ways, and from your 
evil doings.” “Turn ye unto me. saith 
the Lord of hosts, and I will turn unto 
you.” 


2. Another reason for repentance is 
the transitoriness of human life. Listen 
to this question, “Your fathers, where 


are they? and the prophets, do they live 
for ever?” (Zech 1:5.) The fathers, the 
generation just passed, the sinners with 
whom God had been so sorely displeased, 


had disappeared. They had vanished 
from this earthly scene But the 
prophets, too, the faithful men who 
warned the sinners of theif day, had

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ll. How Charles Chiniquy Became Disillusioned in College 


His mental anguish when he had to perform 


his first Mass 


HEN Charles Chiniquy entered 

the College of Nicolet in 1829 

to study for the priesthood, he 
was only thirteen years old. After fin- 
ishing his course, seven years later, he 
was professor of belles-lettres in the same 
college for four years, and was then or- 
dained a priest. 

Chiniquy became greatly disillusioned 
while a student in Nicolet College. He 
was disappointed in the quality of the 
teaching, and was disgusted to find that 
the pope’s educational attainment was 
the limit of the student’s advancement 
in learning—he must not excel the pope 
in the pursuit of knowledge. An ambi- 
tious student is warned: “Do not raise 
yourself higher than the toes of the Holy 
Pope! Kiss those holy toes, and stop 
your upward flight! Remember that the 
pope is the only source of science, knowl- 


edge, and truth.” Men who have dis- 
regarded this dictum of the Roman 
Church—men like Galileo, Pascal, Bos- 


suet, Copernicus—have done so at the 
risk of death and excommunication. 

He was grieved at the College's atti- 
tude toward the Bible. In his own Ro- 
man Catholic home the Bible had been 
his textbook from his earliest years; 
but in this school of divinity, where he 
had expected the Holy Scriptures to be 
used and honored, he found an ignoring 
of and an ignorance of the very basis 
of their faith. If he quoted from the 
Book in support of his views, he was 
told that his position smacked of Prot- 
estantism, was warned against that her- 
esy, and advised to hold to the writings 
of the Church Fathers. 

The lack of seriousness shown by many 
of those supposedly studying to be priests 
puzzled and sadded Chiniquy, while, on 
the other hand, some of the really seri- 
ous and sincere students were turned 
against the priesthood when they dis- 
covered “the impurities in the theology 


of Rome.” Even Charles himself, in 
spite of the constant harping by the 


faculty on the duty of implicit obedience 
and absolute submission on the part of 
the inferiors to their superiors in the 
Church, could not always restrain him- 
self from questioning, criticizing, and 
disapproving of the doctrines of celibacy 
and the confessional. 


EARLY EXPERIENCES AS PRIEST 

The classical part of Chiniquy’s educa- 
tion. begun in 1822, was completed in 1829. 
He asserts that he “could have learned 
in three or four years what was taught 
in those seven.” He took the vow of 
celibacy, and on September 21, 1833, was 
ordained a priest in the Cathedral of

tion and thanksgiving, the newly or- 
dained priest tremblingly ascended the 
steps of the altar “to say my first Mass 


and work that incomparable miracle 
which the Church of Rome calls ‘Tran- 
substantiation.’ It is not an easy thing 
to go through all the ceremonies of a 
Mass. There are more than one hundred 


different ceremonies and positions of the 
body, which must be observed with the 
utmost perfection. It lasted about an 
hour, but when it was over I was really 


exhausted with the effort To make 
one’s self believe that he can convert a 
piece of bread into God requires such 
a supreme effort of the will and com- 
plete annihilation of intelligence that 
the state of the soul after the effort is 
over is more like death than life I had 
really persuaded myself that I had done 


the most holy and sublime action of my 
life, when, in fact, I had been guilty of 
the most outrageous act of idolatry!” 

A few days later, Chiniquy was appointed 
vicar under the Rev. Mr. Perras, curate 
of St. Charles, Rivierre Bo but after 
only eight months of service there he 
was asked to act as temporary curate in 


Charlesborough while its curate went 
with his bishop on a tour of visitation 
The hand of God can be seen in his 


transfer to St. Roch, Quebec, in Septem- 
ber, 1834, to be one of the vicars in a 
parish where the Quebec Marine Hos- 
pital was. There he became the close 
friend of the Protestant head of the hos- 
pital, Dr. Douglass. who took the trou- 
ble to have the young priest present at 
an autopsy and show him, through, a 
microscope, the effects of alcohol on the 
body of a youthful sailor who had died 
one hour after drinking a glass of rum. 
The lecture and his hospital experiences 
led Chiniquy to recognize the dire con- 
sequences of the drink habit. He be- 
came a total abstainer himself and a 
fighter against the liquor traffic in the 
bodies and souls of other men and 
women. 


Unknown to him, of course, this four- 
year course in temperance was in prep- 
aration for his next assignment. When 
his bishop sent him a letter appointing 
him curate of Beauport, he wept and 
protested, for “that parish, which is a 
kind of suburb of Quebec, was consid- 
ered the very nest of the drunkards of 
Canada. With a soil of unsurpassed fer- 
tility, the people of Beauport were, 
nevertheless, classed among the poorest, 
the most ragged, and wretched people 
of Canada. For almost every cent they 
were getting at the market went into the 
hands of the saloonkeepers.”’ The bishop 
insisted that Chiniquy was the only 
priest who could handle the mess there,

But, in the face of episcopal disapproval 
and priestly ridicule, Chiniquy persisted 
in his plan, his purpose strengthened 
by Father Mathew’s answer to his letter 
asking for advice: “Begin the work in 
Canada, relying on God, without paying 
any attention to the opposition of man.”

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quy called his people together for three 
days of prayer and meditation, with four 
addresses each day, coupled with the 
singing of appropriate hymns. The first 
day, amid the sobbing and crying of 
many parishioners in the church, seventy- 
five of the worst drunkards in the town 
signed the pledge. Two hundred more 
signed on the second day, and on the 
third day three hundred more added 
their names. The angry bishop called 
the zealous reformer to answer for his 
disobedience to the commands of his 
superior; but the work was of God, so 
it swept on through the parish and be- 
yond. The day came when the very 
same men who had opposed and vilified 
him were led to join in the acclaim ac- 
corded Mr. Chiniquy in Canada and in 
the world beyond as the Apostle of Tem- 
perance, 

Beauport had hardly had its saloons 
closed up and schools established in their 
place, when it suffered the loss of its 
benefactor. Bishops Signaei and Turgeon 
had decided to send Chiniquy to Ka- 
mouraska, where “drunkenness, luxury, 
and immorality of the most degrading 
kind were eating up its very life.” Beau- 
port objected tearfully to its pastor’s

leaving, Kamouraska objected bitterly to 
the return of Charles Chiniquy to his 
birthplace as its curate, but the bishops 
refused to change their appointment. 

His victory over the liquor forces in 
Kamouraska was as complete as had 
been his conquest at Beauport, and the 
people of that parish soon became loyal 
and faithful friends of the priest whose 
coming they had so defiantly opposed. 
But during the four years of his curacy 
he learned of so much immorality among 
the priests in that diocese that he turned 
his back on the secular clergy, bade 
farewell to the people of Kamouraska, 
and became a novice in the monastery 
of the Order of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate of Longueuil in the Montreal 
diocese. Scandalized and repelled by the 
lives of some of the priests, he fled to 
the monastery to seek a life of purity 
and holiness, only to find that the monks 
were j&st as insincere and sinful as the 
secular clergy. After eleven months of 
growing disillusionment, he left the mon- 
astery, bearing a testimonial from the 
Father Superior of the Oblates, and pre- 
sented his reasons for leaving to Bour- 
get, Bishop of Montreal.

We are today witnessing the might- 
iest attack on Christianity that has 
been made since the Cesars. In view 
of that, all labored effort to strike a 
middle-of-the-road position between 
Christianity and its enemies is sick- 
ening. 

As this writer investigated the 1,100 
pages of Volume I of this “Interpreter’s 
Bible,” we found the words “myth,”

Hebrew religious thought was familiar 
with the idea of a heavenly host with 
whom God took counsel” (Vol. I,«p. 482). 

On the Fall of Man.—“The story in this 
chapter (Gen. 3) of man’s disobedience 
to God’s command and of his expulsion 
from the garden to a life of toil is de- 
pendent upon an ancient myth which J 
(one of the unknown compilers of Gene- 
sis) drastically revised. A fragment of 
this myth is now preserved in verse 22” 
(p. 501). 

“Intelligent people must get free from 
dogmatic definition of ‘good’ and ‘evil’ 
and above all, from obsessions with the 
notion of ‘sin.’ 

“There are those who like to think 
themselves intelligent and welcome that 
conclusion. And there are many others 
who, on a different ground, will join 
them in repudiating the story of ‘the fall’ 
of Adam, and the fall of the whole hu- 
man race in him. They repudiate it not 
only because they consider it an unsub- 
stantial myth, but also because they hold 
that the traditional theology which has 
been built upon it is full of error and 
distortion” (p. 502). 

On the Flood.—“It is generally recog- 
nized that this story is ultimately based 
upon the Babylonian myth preserved in 
the Gilgamesh Epic. According to this, 
the gods decided to send a flood upon the 
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earth. ... A universal flood such as J2 
describes, to say nothing of P’s account, 
would of course be a physical impossi- 
bility. . The myth of the Flood, it 
may be assumed, was, like the creation 


myth, ultimately carried to Palestine” 
(p. 536). 
On Abraham’s Sacrifice of Isaac.— 


“Here in the story of Abraham and Isaac 
there is imbedded the fact that once men 
not only practiced human sacrifice, but 
did it at what they thought was divine 
command. Suppose they did that now? 
Any man who thought of it, if his 
thoughts were detected, would be put 
in a mental hospital. Any man who 
actually carried it out would be con- 
victed of murder and executed. So the 
story of Abraham going out to sacrifice 
may seem either incredible or else pro- 
foundly disturbing to children in Sun- 
day school or to adults who hear it read 
in church, unless they know what to sift 
out of it in order that the real truth 
may appear” (p. 642). 


Concerning Salvation by Blood.— 
“From the earliest records of primitive 
sacrifice man has been obsessed by the 
efficacy of innocent blood to save from 
disaster. Both the Roman Catholic and 
the Protestant churches have perpetuated 
this primitive tradition in all their ritual, 
in their hymns and sacred books. Real- 
istically, shed blood is horrible beyond 
words ...” (p. 917). 

“To Paul and Augustine, both men with 
cruel pasts, both men living among 
scenes of sacrificial cruelty, the slaying 
of the lamb could become the central 
picture of their faith ...a Satisfactory 
theory of atonement for murder by mur- 
der can be reached only by sophisticated 
and theological ruses inacceptable to fair 
minds today. We need a new statement 
of Christian doctrine which will discard 
outworn imagery... 

“The time has come when we can dis- 
card some of the imagery of blood which 
Paul and 


was entirely satisfactory to 
Augustine, as it was to Moses, ... and 
we ‘can guard against evil in more 


rational ways than by painting our .door- 
steps with the blood of innocent lambs. 
For, in the “fountain filled with blood” 
idea, there is undoubtedly much of the 
mistakenly mystical justification and glo- 
rification of war” (p 918). 

In Volume VII, the following is found: 

On the Person and Work of Our Won- 
derful Saviour.—“A more naive attitude 
to nature (cf. Mark 11:23) as natural to 
him as it is strange to the modern man, 
may have led him to address the ele- 
ments directly in implicit dependence 
upon his Father's will. It is much less 
certain that he stilled the storm, al- 
though the comment in the boat is most 
natural and can have been made on the 
spot” (p. 123). 


On Jairus’ Daughter.— ‘Little girl... 
arise.’ 


The narrative is ambiguous; one 
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who concludes that the incident of the 
young man in Nain (Luke 7:11-17) was 


a case of premature burial, and that the’ 


facts behind the didactic drama of the 
raising of Lazarus (John 11:1-46) cannot 
be recovered, will take the view that the 
girl was roused from a state of coma” 
(p. 124). 


On the Gadarene Demoniac.—‘Such 
details as the parley with the demons 
(Mark 5:9, 10) and the destruction of 
the herd of swine (vs. 11-16) are sec- 
ondary and have the appearance of typi- 
cal elaboration in folk tales. The 
notion that the legion of demons could 
enter the swine was popular superstition, 
no doubt; but it seems better to leave 
the story as it stands, as a folk tale cur- 
rent in a pagan neighborhood, but a folk 
tale about Jesus and his restoration of 
a notorious and dangerous demoniac.. .” 
(p. 712). 

In Mark 6:48, 49, we are told twice 
Jesus was “walking upon the sea.” Vol. 
VII interprets it as follows, “When the 
disciples were driven back from Beth- 
saida, Jesus rejoined them. Wading 
through the surf he came upon them 
suddenly ...” (p. 128). 


On the Second Coming of Christ.— 
“Multitudes of Christians no longer look 
for the coming of Christ in’ any such 
literal fashion. The result has been that 
they have allowed the buoyancy to drop 
out of their religion. Would it not be 
well to remember that the literal expec- 
tation was only the husk and not the 
kernel of the New Testament doctrine 
of the last things?” (p. 863.) 


On the Resurrection of Christ.—“But 
Jesus breaks out of every man-made 
tomb. Now and then on the bulletin 
boards of post offices we see pictured the 
face of a man who has escaped from jail 
with this warning, ‘Dangerous man at 
large.’ That is, in very truth, the mes- 
sage of the Resurrection. The most dan- 
gerous Man in the world is at large. 
Jesus Christ has broken jail” (p. 914).

day our visiting group goes calling. 

In answer to prayer, the monthly busi- 
ness meetings of the Sunday school have 
been well attended and the interest 
kept up. There has been a remarkable 
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spirit of harmony and unity. Funds 
and supplies always seemed adequate. 
Many problems of room and other mat- 
ters came up, but there was always a 
solution. We have always had just at 
the right time, enough well equipped, 
devoted teachers. Our minister held a 
six-weeks’ course of teacher training, in 
the fall, and another f6ér six weeks, in 
the spring. Almost all the teachers 
took advantage of this course. 

One man soweth, another watereth, 
but it is God that giveth the increase. 
Two years ago our Sunday school at- 
tendance was around seventy. Just be- 
fore this article was written and dur- 
ing most of the preceding summer we 
averaged one hundred and fifty. There 
was very little summer slump in spite 
of sickness and vacation time. We are 
looking forward to an average of two 
hundred. This is a good attendance, 
but there are many more to be reached, 
and we will reach many more with 
God's help. 

In answer to prayer we have a group 
that goes out calling Sunday afternoons 
and part of one of the week days. This 
group looks up absentees, encourages 
regular members, and contacts new pros- 
pects. Each trip has wonderful results. 
The promises of Christ can be relied 
upon. He says, “If any man serve me, 
him will my Father honour” (John 12: 
26). In our visitation here and there 
we found, in answer to prayer, the work- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, for, again and 
again, parents have said, “We have been 
thinking of finding a Sunday school for 
our children.” The necessary contact is 
made and in a short time these children 
attend our Sunday school. Often these 
boys and girls become our best pupils 
because their parents really are inter- 
ested. We continue to visit these homes 
in an effort to win the parents for the 
church and the Sunday school. Many 
are won just that way. 

In answer to prayer we received Bible 
study books, Gospels, New Testaments, 
and Bibles as we needed them for home 
visitation. We were given thousands 
of used postage stamps from many 
sources to give to children as an incen- 
tive to read and study the Bible at home. 
I believe it was in answer to prayer 
that we were able to have more than 
eight hundred ana fifty boys and girls 
sign up for this home work. As we visit 
these from month to month, many are 
induced to come to Sunday school. 

And last, but not least, we consider 
it an answer to prayer that our present 
minister, who has had much experience 
and who firmly believes and teaches all 
the great truths of the Bible, was sent 
to us. He has a wonderful gift of 


unfolding Scripture in a way that 
strengthens and builds up our people in 
the most holy faith. This has resulted, 
both in the church and in the Sunday 
school, in a steady growth in the grace 
and in the knowledge of our blessed 
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Lord Jesus Christ, and because of the 
increasing number, both old and young, 
there was sent to us a young assistant 
pastor, who is especially qualified to do 
personal work in the home. 

Now that new homes are opened to 
us each week and men and women are 
reclaimed in these homes, and because 
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each Sunday we have visitors and new 
members are added, we have many rea- 
sons for thanksgiving and rejoicing. As 
we continue in prayer and dependence 
upon the guidance and help of the Holy 
Spirit, we look forward with great faith 
and expectancy.

Is Your Sunday School Crowded? 


What can be done to avoid confusion and distraction when space is limited 


HE ideal Sunday school situation is 

one that assures plenty of room for 
classes and privacy for each class. But 
there are many Sunday schools that are 
far from ideal in that respect. Many 
of them, like my own, have seen a rapid 
growth, and are looking forward toa 
new building that will make ample pro- 
vision for the Sunday school. But in 
the meantime, classes must be conducted 
under most unfavorable conditions. If 
the result is merely confusion, we are 
missing a priceless opportunity to give 
the Word to the many boys and girls 
whom we have brought into our Sun- 
day school. 

From observation and experience in a 
number of Sunday schools, I have dis- 
covered some procedures that will help 
to make the best of a crowded situation. 

Good discipiine is imperative. There 
must be absolute control at all times by 
the workers, and that control must be 
exercised to prevent discipline problems 
rather than to remedy them. We need 
not hesitate to demand obedience from 
our pupils, for a strict teacher who loves 
his pupils, is loved and respected by 
them. 

Children should be seated as near the 
teacher as possible, so that all can hear 
equally well. When children are seated 
in a semicircle, this is possible. In a 
large class I have found a double semi- 
circle more desirable than several 
straight rows. 

I do my best to seat my pupils with 
their backs toward any class that might 
interfere with their listening. It is sur- 
prising what a difference this makes. 

When there are several classes in one 
room, it is possible for a noisy situation 
to develop. A class is not hearing, so 
the teacher speaks loudly. That makes 
it hard for the other classes to hear, so 
the other teachers raise their voices. 
Children’s whispers and the scraping of 
feet join the medley of sounds. Louder 
and louder grows the hum of voices, 
and less and less of actual teaching ean 
be accomplished, 

All this can be avoided, but only with 
the co-operation of every teacher. These 
suggestions will have to be explained 
and discussed at a teachers’ meeting, 
and a decision made to follow them. If 
each teacher will seat his pupils as near 
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as possible to himself, and then speak 
no louder than is necessary for his own 
pupils to hear, even with several other 
classes in a room, there can be reason- 
able quietness and order. I have known 
one teacher to conduct a class so quietly 
that one could scarcely hear a sound 
in the next classroom, separated only 
by a curtain. Yet her own pupils heard 
every word. 

All of these efforts to make it possible 
for the children to hear must be supple- 
mented by an equal amount of effort 
to hold their attention. This calls for 
thorough teacher preparation, not only 
in the lesson itself, but in every other 
detail as well. 

A teacher who is at his place in the 
class before the children get there, and 
who is ready to seat the pupils at once, 
in a manner of quietness and self-con- 
trol, begins the class in the right atmos- 
phere. Planning beforehand can elimi- 
nate confusion during the roll call and 
offering. I have seen wise teachers un- 
obtrusively check attendance while the 
superintendent was in charge of opening 
exercises. If children are trained to 
have their money ready for the offering 
the moment they get to class, the les- 
son can be under way before there are 
any idle moments to tempt them to mis- 
chief. 

The lesson itself should be interesting 
as well as spiritually helpful in any 
case, but where noises and distractions 
are possible, it is doubly important that 
the teacher hold the attention of the 
class every moment. It is far more diffi- 
cult to regain attention once it is lost. 

We need to remember that children 
are active creatures, and we can best 
combat undesirable activity by that 
which is desirable. Young ears will be 
taking in something, and, if we want to 
get our message across, we must make 
it the real attention getter among all 
sounds within their hearing. Eyes will 
look, so if we provide visual] aids that 
keep moving along with the message, 
we have a double claim on our pupils’ 
attention. Open Bibles keep hands oc- 
cupied, so there will be less temptation 
to reach for playthings. 

A prepared teacher is able to keep his 
eyes on his pupils, noting at once any 
lapse of attention and calling it back, 
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in most cases simply by a look. A good 
reader looks at his audience most of the 
time, and a teacher who knows his 
Scripture well can read from the Bible 
and yet keep a watchful eye on his class: 

Above all, the lesson should be vital 
to the teacher. One to whom the Holy 
Spirit makes the Word new and fresh 
and precious as he reads and studies 
will experience a joy in expending time 
and effort for lesson preparation. He 
will teach the lesson as something fun- 
damentally important in his own life 
and therefore worth giving wholeheart- 
edly to his pupils. 

There are schools that are so crowded 
that it is impossible to conduct effec- 
tive classes even when all of the fore- 
going conditions are met. The only 
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solution I know to this problem is to 
combine classes in order to have fewer 
teachers teaching at one time, even to 
the extent of grouping all of the children 
in one large class. This will necessitate 
having a wide age spread in one class, 
but children, we discover, are adaptable 
to any age grouping: The Child Evange- 
lism classes across the land, many with 
a large attendance, have amply proved 
that it is possible to hold the interest 
of children from four to fourteen in one 
class, to lead them to Christ, and to 
teach them the Word that they may grow 
in Him. It can be done as well in a 
Sunday school class, and is certainly the 
desirable thing where smaller classes 
cannot be conducted without confusion.

Using Walls To Help You Teach 


Bulletin boards, pictures, and cutouts as a means of creating interest and inspiration 


Am you using your classroom walls 
to tell the story of Jesus to your 
Sunday school class? No matter what 
the age of the pupils, the walls of the 
classroom can be used to advantage. 
Visit a public school, and you’ will see 
how day school teachers use wall space 
to help them teach. 

Perhaps your classroom walls are dec- 
orated in such a way that you cannot 
use them as freely as you would like 
to do. In that case, a bulletin board 
may solve your problem, as it does for 
many. 

A bulletin board can be made any size 
or shape desired. It may be fastened to 
the wall, or hung from push pins or 
hangers that will make only tiny holes 
and not mar any fine surface. An in- 
expensive bulletin board can be made 
by stretching burlap or canvas tightly 
in a plywood or molding frame. Pic- 
tures, clippings, drawings, notices, can 
be fastened to the burlap, and so quickly 
put up or removed. 

An experienced teacher says he thinks 
every classroom should have one “center 
of interest” picture, which is good artis- 
tically, but above all, inspiring to the 
pupils. This picture need not be ex- 
pensive. A good plan is to change pic- 
tures once a month or once a quarter, 
and thus help the pupils to become ac- 
quainted with more pictures. Some men- 
tion during the class period will help 
draw attention to the picture. Excellent 
colored reproductions of famous religious 
paintings, 1042x13% inches, for a small 
sum may be obtained through church 
publishing houses or the National Gallery 
of Art, Constitution Ave., Washington, 
a & 

It has been said that “a picture is 
worth a thousand words,” in which event 
your classroom wall space is very pre- 
cious and worth all the effort and atten- 
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tion the teacher can give to its use in 
telling pupils more about Christ. 

Bible pictures of all kinds can be put 
on the walls and bulletin boards. From 
Junior age up, Bible maps are interesting 
and helpful in giving good background 
for understanding the lessons. 

If you have a blackboard this can be 
used for pictures and illustrations, as 
well as for borders of pictures which 
can be changed frequently. 

Nursery, Beginners, Primary, and 
Junior classes love to make pictures 
themselves and display them on the walls 
of the classroom. Posters can also be 
made from Bible pictures, using large 
pieces of corrugated board from boxes, 
or poster paper. Construction paper can 
make good backgrounds for cutouts also. 
In one Junior room, the pupils cut out 
silhouette pictures of the Twenty-third 
Psalm and mounted these on bright- 
colored construction paper. Those pupils 
not only taught the Twenty-third Psalm 
to all who came into the room, but had 
it impressed upon their own minds as 
they made the pictures and looked at 
them. 

If there are windows in the room, chil- 
dren love to make cutouts to decorate 
them. If thin, brilliantly colored paper 
is used, stained glass window effects 
can be produced. 

When walls tell the story of Christ, 
they encourage the pupils to study them 
before and after the lesson period.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
Tin Bible is a strange book, and 
full of surprises. Turn to some 
passages, such as the first chapter of 
Romans, and you have a picture of 
man so black, so dismal, that you either 
rebel or feel ashamed that you belong 
to the human race. But over against 
that there are passages which so lift 
man up, so ennoble him, so glorify him, 
that you stand aghast at the contrast. 
Nowhere in all literature do you find 
such contrasts. Moreover, it is all true. 
The one is a picture of man the sinner, 
the other is man the redeemed sinner. 

The Bible expects nothing of man. It 
does not invite him to lift himself. Re- 
garding him as helpless, it offers him a 
salvation which is all of grace, apart 
from al] effort of his own. On the other 
hand, it is simply astounding what is 
expected of redeemed men. The high 
trust committed to us would stagger 
angels. We have a high calling (Phil. 
3:14), a holy calling (2 Tim. 1:9), a 
heavenly calling (Heb. 3:1), and we are 
not only required to fulfill that calling, 
but to conduct ourselves in all things 
in a manner worthy of it. 

Yes, something is expected of God’s 
new creatures. But even God’s new 
creatures are not required to work out 
what is expected of them on their own 
resources. Having been saved by grace, 
they are invited to draw on the unlimited 
resources of grace to live as saved men 
and to accomplish their God-given tasks. 
In other words, God stands ready to 
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work in us what He expects of us. Our 
lesson stresses what God looks for from 
us His redeemed children. Let us catch 
the vision, commit ourselves to it, and 
face it with the assurance, “I can do all 
things through Christ which strengthen- 
eth me” (Phil. 4:13). 


Verse by Verse 

Matt. 5:13.—“Ye are the salt of the 
earth ... lost his savour . . . good for 
nothing.” Salt is for seasoning and pre- 
serving, but it can do neither if it loses 
its special quality. We need the “sweet 
savour of Christ” (2 Cor. 2:15) to fulfill 
our function in this tasteless, perishing 
world. + 

Verse 14—“Ye are the light of the 
world ... cannot be hid.” As a city in 
a commanding position is seen from long 
distances, so we must dwell in the heights 
if our lives are to be beacon lights to 
men. 

Verse 15.—“Neither do men light a 
candle, and put it under a bushel, but 
on a candlestick.” Under a bushel meas- 
ure the lighted lamp would be worse 
than useless. Not only would it fail 
to give light, but it could cause stum- 
bling, and soon be “smothered” for want 
of oxygen. 

Verse 16.—“Your light . . . your good 
works ... your Father.” The light you 
did not produce, but only received, your 
good works are wrought in a strength 
not your own, so the glory belongs not 
to you, but to the “Father of lights” 
who “worketh in you” (Jas. 1:17; Phil. 
2:13). 

2 Cor. 5:17.—“In Christ ... a new 


creature: old things ... new.” God's 


method in salvation is not improvement 
of the old, but “all things’ new.” (Cf. 
Rev. 21:5.) 

Verse 18.—“And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himself by 
Jesus Christ ... the ministry of recon- 
ciliation.” Everything pertaining to the 
new life has its source in God. What- 
ever is not “of God” has no place in the 
life of the new man. The reconciled 
state is one in which the conflict between 
us and God has ceased. See Topics for 
Development. 

Verse 19.—“God was in Christ, recon- 
ciling the world .. . not imputing their 
trespasses.” The work of reconciliation 
originates with God, not the sinner. It 
is specifically the work of Christ, and in- 
volved that act of sin-bearing which 
made possible the removing of guilt from 
the sinner, apart from which there can 
be no reconciliation. 

Jas. 2:14—“What ... profit .. . though 
aman say ... and have not?” I think 
this skeleton of the verse will help to 
make the meaning clear. After all, this 
is not aconflict between faith and works, 
but an insistence of true faith, which 
cannot but issue in good works. 

Verse 15.—“If a brother or sister be 
naked, and destitute of daily food.” 
Practical James brings the whole matter 
to a very practical test. 

Verse 16.—“Be ye warmed and filled; 
notwithstanding ye give them not... 
what doth it profit?” Pious speech, how- 
ever much pathos and feeling may be in 
the accents, will never warm a shivering 
body or fill an empty stomach. 


Verse 17.—“Even so faith, if it hath 
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not woOrks, is dead, being alone.” Life 


requires relationship. Solitude is death. 


Living faith is always related to action. 


Verse 18.—“Shew me thy faith without 
thy works, and I will shew thee my faith 
by my works.” A fair challenge. Actu- 
ally.faith cannot be demonstrated apart 
from works, so the man without works 
has nothing to show. It was in the 
sphere of works that the faith of Miiller 
and Hudson Taylor, and all others like 
them, was manifest. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Matt. 5:13-16—An old Roman proverb 
said, Nil sole et sale utilius (“nothing 
more useful than sun and salt”). Now 
it is exactly these two most useful things 
that Christ set us His people to be in 
this world. The desperate attempts of 
men to discover or produce something 
sensational, exciting, thrilling are evi- 
dence that they find life drab and savor- 
less. We are called upon to introduce 
into this world the salt, the seasoning, 
of Christ’s kindness and goodness. At 
the same time we shall be as a “light 

. in a dark place” to guide man’s feet 
into the way of life. Shakespeare says 
that “all our yesterdays have lighted 
fools the way to dusty death.” We must 
challenge that process. Our lives must 
be as beacons amid the gloom, so that 
fools may become wise unto life eternal. 

2 Cor. 5:17-19. Now it is only as we 
have made a clean break with the old 
life that we can function as salt and light 
for God in this world—only as we are 
“in Christ” and therefore “new crea- 
tures,” not just professors of religion. 
When in very reality “all things are be- 
come new, and all things are of God,” 
we can display to the world what is 
meant by being reconciled to God, and 
invite others into that blessed relation- 
ship in which all that is enmity to God 
is replaced by what is harmonious with 
His holiness. 

Jas. 2:14-18. The faith that brings us 
into this place of reconciliation is no 
idle thing. It is “faith which worketh by 
love” (Gal. 5:6). And right here is 
where we act as salt, bringing the sea- 
soning of loving-kindness into lives that 
so need the refreshing. A false piety 
may “rub the salt” into the wounds of 
men’s needs, but true faith will minis- 
ter the sweet savor of Christ in deeds 
of practical helpfulness. When the doc- 
trine of salvation by faith paralyzes the 
hands, we have totally misunderstood 
the doctrine. Jesus said, “This is the 
work of God, that ye believe” (John 
6:29). It is equally true that believing 
is the beginning of work.

Topics for Development 


Salt. I have no doubt that our Lord 
intended us to think of salt as a season- 
ing and as a preservative when He said, 
“Ye are the salt of the earth.” In the 
body of the lesson I have emphasized the 
idea of seasoning because it is usually 
neglected. I do not intend to ignore the 
other. Certainly the Church has had a 
staying effect upon the general corrup- 
tion of society. There is still another 
thought, which would immediately be 
present in the minds of the disciples, 
As Jews, they would think of “the salt 
of the covenant of thy God” (Lev. 2:13), 
which, had to be present in the meal 
offerings (if not in all offerings). “Ye 
are the salt of the earth.” Does God 
not have a covenant with the earth, that 
He will redeem it and renew it? And 
are not we, who have been redeemed 
and renewed, and who are “a kind of 
firstfruits,” an earnest and token of that 
redemption? (Rom. 8:21.) In other 
words, Are we not the salt of the cove- 
nant? 


Reconciliation. Recently I read a book 
in which the author, a popular radio 
preacher, was explaining the various 
statements of the Apostles’ Creed. In 
expounding the death of Christ, he con- 
fined himself mostly to 2 Corinthians 
5:18, 19, from which he urged that the 
atonement consisted entirely of an act 
of love calculated to bring men to a 
more friendly attitude to God. Now it 
is true that this passage speaks of men

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being reconciled to God, not God being 
reconciled to men. The error comes, 
however, in taking too limited a view 
of the word reconcile. It means far 
more than inducing men to think better 
of God and to be on friendly terms with 
Him. It means a dealing with every- 
thing in man that is inimical to God, 
and getting rid of it—not only his un- 
friendly feelings toward God, but his 
sins, and his love of sin, and his love 
of self. This is what makes the death 
of Christ more than a friendly gesture. 
It is a true atonement, involving sin- 
bearing and expjation, and securing re- 
mission and justification. Apart from 
that there could be no reconciliation. 
When we are reconciled to God in Christ, 
we are right with God. 


Personal Applications 

As sinners, we dare not be proud; as 
sons of God, we dare not be craven. 

Salt is good, but one can have too 
much of a good thing. You will be bet- 
ter seasoning if you don’t thrust yourself 
too much on your neighbor. 

Light is not for admiration, but to 
show the way. 

The proof of your faith is not your pro- 
fession but your deeds. 

God is not interested in improving 
sinners, but in making new men. 


Golden Text 

Matt. 5:16—*". . . that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your 
Father.” Please notice that the text does 
not say, “that they may hear about your 
good works, and glorify you.” Too often 
we try to make it work that way. The 
verse is not talking about a report, but 
a demonstration, with glory coming to 
God, not to the demonstrator.

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


N PREVIOUS lessons we learned that 

a Christian is one who has been 
brought into the “new creation” by the 
impartation to him of a new life. And 
that life is the free gift of God in Christ 
Jesus our Lord (Rom. 6:23). Henceforth 
the believer’s life is “hid with Christ 
in God.” In fact, Christ Himself is our 
life, for that life is not imparted until 
the exercise of personal faith links one 
with Him. 

Today’s lesson deals with the manifes- 
tation of Him who is that life and light. 

“Ye are the salt of the earth...” 
(Matt. 5:13).—Salt was important to the 
Israelites as an antiseptic and condiment. 
It was also indispensable in connection 
with their sacrifices (Lev. 2:13) and the 
sacred incense (Exod. 30:35, marg.). 

Salt possesses a distinctive taste of its 
own; and it has inherent powers of pres- 
ervation. When mingled with other sub- 
stances, it preserves them from corrup- 
tion. Christians are left in the world 
as preservatives. Their presence here 
is what keeps it from going to corrup- 
tion. 

Lot was a righteous man (2 Pet. 2:8), 
and although he had no business being 
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in Sodom, his presence there held back 
the judgment for some time (Gen. 18: 
23-32). 

And my understanding of 2 Thessa- 
lonians 2 is that because the Holy Spirit 
is in believers, and because we are in the 
world, though not of it, the full develop- 
ment of the mystery of iniquity is held 
in check. But when we are taken out 
of the world, iniquity will abound. 

An infidel young lawyer, going West 
to settle for his life, made it his boast 
that he “would locate in some place 
where there were no churches, Sunday 
schools, or Bibles.” He found a place 
which substantially met his conditions. 
But before the year was out, he wrote 
to a former classmate, a young minister, 
begging him to come and bring plenty 
of Bibles and begin preaching and start 
a Sunday school; for he said he had “be- 
come convinced that a place without 
Christians, churches, and Bibles was too 
much like hell for any living man to 
stay in.” 

Another phase of salt was given in an 
illustration which appeared in THE SuN- 
DAY ScHOOL Times, awhile back. 

A group of college girls were discuss- 
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ing, in a Bible study, the Sermon on the 
Mount, and were asking why Christians 
were like salt. All thought, of course, of 
salt’s preservative qualities. Then a 
Chinese girl in the group suggested 
quietly, “Salt creates thirst.” The truth 
went home. Christians are not only to 
bring joy and comfort to the lives of 
others, they should create thirst for the 
things of God. Our lives should be 
such that people would continually come 
to us and ask us to explain ourselves. 


“Ye are the light of the world” (Matt. 
5:14).—The Lord Jesus said, “As long 
as I am in the world, I am the light of 
the world” (John 9:5). Here, He says 
to the apogtles, “Ye are the light of the 
world”—and it also has its application 
to believers today. 

“It is the property of light to be utterly 
distinct from darkness. The least spark 
of it in a dark room can be seen at once. 
Of all things created, light is the most 
useful. It fertilizes. It guides. It cheers. 
It was the first thing called into being. 
Without it the world would be a gloomy 
blank. Are we true Christians? Then 
behold again our position and its respon-

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sibilities! Surely, if words mean any- 
thing, we are meant to learn from these 
two figures that there must be some- 
thing marked, distinct, and peculiar 
about our character if we are true Chris- 
tians. ‘Salt’ and ‘light’ evidently imply 
peculiarity both of heart and life, of 
faith and practice. We must dare to be 
singular and unlike the world” (Bishop 
Ryle). 

No Christian, even of the humblest 
sort, can be strong, gentle, loving, and 
spiritual without someone being helped, 
guided, and comforted by that life. 


“Let your light so shine before men 
.” (Matt. 5:16).—Notice it does not 
Say let your good works so shine before 
men. But our profession of Christ is to 
be so distinct that men will know to 
whom to attribute our good works and 
glorify our Father who is in Heaven. 

“The life was the light of men” (John 
1:4). As we allow the Lord Jesus to 
live His life through us, true light will 
shine (Gal. 2:20). 

I once read about a missionary and 
his son who were traveling in their old 
car to a Telugu village where they were 
to show pictures of the life of Christ. 
Upon their arrival, they found the only 
place available was in front of a Hindu 
temple. The priest was curious to see 
the pictures, so gave permission for the 
pictures to be shown there. 

The first picture was that of Christ, 
from Hofmann’'s “Christ and the Rich 
Young Ruler.” But when the picture 
was thrown on the screen, it showed 
only a dim, shadowy face. Upon inves- 
tigation, the missionary discovered that 
he had placed his screen directly in 
front of an idol of the Buddha, where 
a tiny lamp was kept burning. Because 
the people were eager to see the pic- 
tures, the priest ordered the lamp put 
out. Then the strong, appealing face of 
the Christ was clearly visible. Is the 
light of our Saviour and Lord being ob- 
scured in our lives because we keep a 
lamp burning to a god of our own mak- 
ing—or to some selfish, worldly desire? 
If so, why not pray: 

Lord Jesus, make Thyself to me 

A living, bright reality; 

More present to faith’s vision keen 

Than any outward object seen; 


More dear, more intimately nigh 
Than e’en the sweetest earthly tie.

AY, fellows, the more I see of our 
Lord’s teachings the more I am im- 
pressed by His use of the common and 
familiar objects and elements associated 
with our daily life as illustrations. 
In- today’s four verses, taken from the 
Sermon on the Mount, He uses salt and 
light—two of the most necessary things 
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for our comfort and enjoyment. Food 
without salt seasoning is almost taste- 
less. What a difference salt makes! Even 
those fruits which are sweet and tasty 
are made more so by a little salt, as for 
instance, apples, watermelons, canta- 


loupes, honeydews,' grapefruit, and 
oranges. Salt seems to bring out the 
flavor. 


Thus when the master Teacher says, 
“Ye are the salt of the earth,” there is 
the happy suggestion that “ye make life 
taste better wherever ye touch life.” If 
you are a real born-again, happy Chris- 
tian (and that’s the only real kind of 
Christian to be) your spirit is infectious. 
You carry good cheer with you. People 
like to see you coming around, because 
when you arrive the atmosphere im- 
proves, dullness disappears, and life 
takes on a brighter aspect. Some people 
I know always bring out the best that 
isin me. They lift me up. I find myself 
thinking and speaking along the higher 
levels. Their “salt” brings out my flavor, 
if I have any. 

But that is only a part of it, for, of 
course, there is a deeper spiritual mean- 
ing in the figure. A “salt Christian” 
reflects the spirit of Christ, and his testi- 
mony and influence, backed up by a con- 
sistent life, have soul-winning quality. 

“Ye are the light of the world,” our 
Lord says. Strangely He uses candle- 
light to illustrate. One might ask why 
He did not use the sunlight, for that 
is the greatest physical light we know 
anything about—and how poorly we 
would fare without it! But if you are 
really “the light of the world” you are re- 
flecting a far more wonderful brightness 
than that of the sun. Do you know, fel- 
lows, there is a Light, in contrast to 
which the sun is only darkness? If you 
will turn to Revelation 21:23 you will 
read, “And the city had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: 
for the glory of God did lighten it, and 
the Lamb is the light thereof.” Our sun 
goes down on us and leaves us in dark- 
ness every twenty-four hours; but there 
is no night at all in Heaven, for Jesus 
Christ, the Lamb of God, is there, and 
He is the Light thereof. And this Light 


‘of which our Lord is speaking is many 


times brighter and far more healing than 
the sun. If that Light is in you (and 
it can be!) you are never in spiritual 
darkness, and wherever you touch a per- 
son or a situation, whether in daytime 
or at night, you bring brightness, new 
vision and hope, because you are re- 
flecting that same Light which lightens 
the city of the New Jerusalem. 

And how do you get such a light? Why, 
simply by opening the window of your 
heart and letting it in. As simple as 
that.” John 1:12 says, “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power 
[the right] to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name.”

At your Christian bookstore, or 
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are Christians likened in these verses? 
(To light.) What does light do? (It 
enables people to see. It cheers people.) 
Christians should be lighting up 
the way to God,so that unsaved people 
can see the way. If we do _ good 
works and at the same time witness for 
Christ, it will make others see that there 
really is something in being a Christian. 
Light also cheers people. Christians 
should be bright and happy, having a 
cheering influence on others. 

Turn next to 2 Corinthians 5:14, 15. A 
young man stood by his father’s death- 


bed. His father had been an earnest 
Christian worker The son was a 
worldly Christian. The father had 


prayed many times that his son might 
give himself wholly to the Lord. The 
son gazed sadly on the father whose 
voice he could never hear again in this 
world. Suddenly it seemed as if a voice 
spoke to him: “The love of Christ con- 


straineth us; because we thus judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all 
dead: and that he died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves. but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again.” 


The young man almost thought some- 
one in the room had spoken to him, but 
there was no one there. Then he real- 
ized that God Himself had spoken to 
him through Bible verses he had memo- 
rized long ago. Standing beside his dead 
father, he said: “Lord, I have lived very 
much for myself since Thou didst save 


me. Henceforth I want to follow my 
father’s footsteps, and live wholly for 
Thee.” From that day this young man’s 


greatest concern has been to serve Christ 
and to seek His will in everything, for 
he took these verses as his life motto. 

Now read 2 Corinthians 5:17-19. Every 
saved person is a new creature in Christ, 
and should let the world find this out 
as soon as possible. If we hesitate to 
yield ourselves wholly to God, we should 
ask Him for a deeper realization of the 
love of Christ. When this prayer is 
answered, we will make the same de- 
cision as that young man. Our lives 
will be changed and our lips will effec- 
tively witness for our Lord. 

Read James 2: 14-18. A Christian should 
be doing good deeds—not to get saved, 
but because he is saved. Romans tells 
us that we- are saved by faith without 
works, and that is true. The very min- 
ute we put our trust in Christ we are 
saved, before we have had time to do one 
good deed. But if we are really saved, 
we will want to please the One who 
died for us. And so we will do good. The 
greater our love for the One who saved 
us, the more we shall work for Him. 

God grant that each one of us may 
let her light shine by becoming just what 
God wants her to be and by doing the 
lovely things He planned for her to do. 

Last week we left Captain Gardiner

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for use as mission headquarters. You 
remember that Captain Gardiner felt 
that the boats would make a much Safer 
headquarters than the land unti] there 
were native Christians who desired to 
protect them. While these boats were 
being assembled, they set up tents on 


shore. Natives who came to investigate, 
once more treated them badly. One 
pushed a missionary off his seat. An- 


other tried to steal the boots from the 
feet of a sailor. The Ocean Queen took 
the men back on board till the boats 
were ready. When they were finished, 
the missionary party left the ship in 
their two boats, having decided to keep 
as near together as practicable for their 
mutual protection. But when they drew 
near to an island, the boat called Pio- 
neer was grounded. Some of the natives 
tried to take possession of it. Gardiner 
could not launch the boat again because 
of the deep sand. He and his compan- 
ions committed themselves and their 
boat to God. The Speedwell could not 
get near enough to help them because 
of the low tide. Since the natives were 
gathering in numbers, evidently plan- 
ning to kill all on board, the sailors de- 


cided to abandon the Pioneer. They 
made a rough raft, hoping that on it 


they could reach the Speedwell. Gardi- 
ner and his men knelt in the sight of 
the natives, once more asking God to 
protect them. Then they sang hymns 
together. The natives listened curiously, 
making no further attempt to molest 
them. Right after this little service, the 
Pioneer floated again, so the mission- 
aries did not have to abandon her after 
all! 

Both boats went off to another island. 


Here canoes full of savages, carrying 
spears, came out to meet them. Again 


they had to leave. Back and forth sailed 
their little boats trying to carry the Gos- 
pel message to any who would listen. 
But they got very little encouragement. 
Several of the missionariés became ill 
and their supplies were running low. 
They had brought enough to last for 
seven months, but some had been spoiled 
and some had been stolen by the natives. 
So they decided to land in an unin- 
habited harbor for a time, to get needed 
rest and to wait for the supplies which 
the missionary society was to send them 
before long.

For Junior Teachers

Topic and Scripture: 
Ready To Be of Use (Matt. 5:13-16; Jas, 1:22) 
ET’S take an imaginary trip across 
the sea to Jesus’ country (map) and 
back into the days when He was a boy 
there. It is dinnertime. The family is 
sitting on the floor around the big dish 
of stew. Each one dips a chunk of bread 
into the stew and scoops up some of the 
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vegetables or meat, dripping with broth, 
and puts it into his mouth. But some- 
how the stew is not good today. “Oh, 
I forgot the salt!” exclaims Mother. 
“Jesus, run get me the salt.” “Ah, that 
is better! Strange what a difference a 
little salt makes!” says Father. 

After supper Mother is fixing some of 
the meat so it will keep a few days. 
She doesn’t have a refrigerator or deep 
freeze. “Jesus, bring me the salt, please.” 
She rubs the salt into the surface of the 
meat. “Mother, why do you rub the salt 
in? To make it’taste good when we eat 
it?” “No, Son, salt helps to keep the 
meat from spoiling so soon, and getting 
a sour taste.” (Children who live in 
families where salt pork is cured have an 
illustration.) As Jesus looks at some of 
the little salt crystals in His hand, He 
may be thinking, “So tiny, but they do 
make things taste good!” 

Now it is getting dark in the little 
house. “Jesus, can you be careful about 
lighting the lamp?” Here He comes 
bringing the lamp. It is something like 
a little teapot with a wick in the nose, 
and no glass chimney. (Draw a simple 
diagram or show a picture from a Bible 
dictionary.) And where do you think 
the Boy Jesus puts the lamp—under a 
basket in the corner of the room? Why, 
no. of course not! He puts it on a lamp 
holder, up where it can shine out for 
everybody to see. 

Now, some years have gone by, and 
the Lord Jesus is grown up. This isn’t 
imagining any more, but true. The Lord 
is on a hilltop, telling His friends how 
to live to make this a better world, and 
to be ready’ for the best world. You 
remember five of the “Blessed’s” we 
learned last week? And how you were 
to become a better person yourself? Now 
listen as He goes on talking—in Mat- 
thew 5:13-16—to Jim (character used in 
last lesson to represent need of Matthew 
5:10) and you. You remember Jim at 
first did not want the boys to ‘know he 
was a Christian. Roger, read what the 
Lord says about Jim’s being like salt; 
Susie, about his being like a city; Mari- 
lyn, about his being like a lamp. 

Was school one place about which com- 
plaints were made two weeks ago? You 
thought the teacher should be different? 
Did you ever think the teacher would 
be different if she had different boys and 
girls? So now—how are we going to 
make a better school? (Sunday school 
teacher, you must if any way possible 
take time to visit public school your- 
self, if you would make this lesson count 
in specific situations. Add picture of 
school or schoolroom to one corner of 
the poster, if you are using that sugges- 
tion. Paul’s Letter as interpreted for 
school situations in the lesson of August 
2 may be read again.) You Christian 
boys and girls are the ones the Lord 
counts on to be tiny salt crystals to make 
that whole school better, so it will taste 
good to you and to the teacher and to 
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everyone else. So many times when 
mischief starts, you could stop it as it 
goes by you! How can you be a shining 
lamp? The Memory Verse tells one 
way: “Let us do good unto all men” 
(Gal. 6:10). If you go back to school 
tomorrow and are not a bit better, you’re 
just fooling yourself about being a Chris- 
tian! Read what James says in James 
1:23.

A French Bible School 
in a Hard Field 


HERE is in the strongly Roman 

Catholic Province of Quebec a French 
Bible school that is worthy of the 
prayers and support of evangelical Chris- 
tians. It was founded about five years 
ago on an old farm property of over 
ninety acres near Lennoxville, and the 
principal is Mr. Walter Angst, originally 
from Switzerland. French is very gen- 
erally spoken in Quebec, and all Gospel 
work in that Province must face Rome’s 
powerful and fanatical opposition. 

The Editor and his family had the 
privilege of visiting the Bethel Bible 
School late in August, and they were 
much impressed with the sacrificial serv- 
ice of Mr. and Mrs, Angst, Mr. and Mrs. 
Norman Buchanan, and their co-workers 
on the faculty and staff. The aim of 
the school is to train French-speaking 
workers who will preach the Gospel and 
teach the Bible in Quebec and other 
provinces. Improvements have been 
made on the old farm buildings, and a 
new building has recently been con- 
structed, which will contain dormitories, 
classrooms, one or two apartments, and 
offices. But the school does not go into 
debt, and so far the building has no 
heating system—a serious matter, in the 
face of a Canadian winter, 

Mr. Buchanan gave up his secular 
work as a construction engineer to join 
the staff, and his planning, oversight, 
and actual handiwork are evident in the 
new building and other work about the 
property. Dr. Arthur C. Hill, a Chris- 
tian medical doctor of Sherbrooke (not 
far from Lennoxville), is one of the 
sponsors and friemds of the school. The 
first graduation was held at Bethel last 
November, when eight students were 
graduated. A 32-page booklet entitled 
“News of Quebec,” edited by Dr. Hill, 
Mr. Buchanan, and Mr. A. J. M. Reyn- 
olds, contains reports of all the branches 
of evangelical work among French- 
speaking Canadians in Quebec, and in- 
cludes an article on Bethel by Mr. 
Buchanan. There is also a map of Que- 


bec, giving the location of the various 
towns mentioned.

The Great Quest. By Adolph Haentz- 
schel. (Concordia Pub. House, St. Louis 
18; $2.) A Christian philosopher follows 
the human race in its quest for the mean- 
ing and destiny of human life. His path- 
way leads through the history of re- 
ligion, philosophy, and science. He 
demonstrates his acquaintance in these 
fields, but one fears that his untutored 
reader may find the going a bit difficult. 
Even to give a brief sketch of the de- 
velopment of human thought cannot be 
done intelligibly in twenty-four pages! 

Next the author tests man’s equip- 
ment for success in the quest—senses, 
reason, intuition, and authority. He 
concludes that of these, authority is the 
only unerring source that can give man 
the assistance he needs. He leaves 
no doubt that the authority he has in 
mind is the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The volume is an excellent apologetic 
for Christian truth. But one has the 
feeling that had the author permitted 
himself more space to explain and clar- 
ify, his readers would have been the 
richer. 


Toward the Mark. Studies in Philip- 
pians. By Stephen W. Paine. (Fleming 
H. Revell Co., Westwood, N. J., $2.50.) 
This is not a running commentary on 
Paul’s Epistle. but rather a series of esS- 
says based on fifteen well-chosen phrases 
or passages lifted out of these four mag- 
nificent chapters. The pre-eminence of 
Christ, His sufferings for our redemp- 
tion, our identification with Him, and 
the possible victory in daily living that 
is “in Christ” are themes very thor- 
oughly developed and effectively illus- 
trated. Some of the most helpful and 
stimulating chapters are entitled, “Who Is 
Your Hero?”; “Wanted: A Like-Minded 
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Man”; and “Christ’s Ambition for Our 
Life.” The chapter, “The Sin of Worry” 
(an exposition of Phil. 4:6-8), very 
clearly presents the Bible cure for worry: 
a timely message. 

This can be a gold mine to many a 
preacher, and “the sword of the Spirit” 
“to provoke unto ... good works” any 
reader who would grow in grace. 


The Faith. A Symposium of Bible Doc- 
trine. Edited by Frederick A. Tatford. 
(Pickering & Inglis, Ltd., London, E. C. 
4; may be had from Fleming H. Revell 
Co., Westwood, N. J., $5.) The editor 
states that this book was written for 
the purpose of providing “a simple re- 
statement of Bible truths in language 
which can be understood by the ordinary 
reader.” Not an ordinary book, it does 
just that, and in a most commendable 
fashion. Twenty-five Bible-believing 
men, of premillennial and pretribulation 
persuasion, have each written a chapter 
on an assigned subject. Among the doc- 
trines treated are: The Holy Trinity, by 
W. E. Vine; The Deity of Christ, by J. B. 
Watson; The Holy Spirit, by J. Ritchie; 
Eternal Security, by E. Barker; Divine 
Sovereignty and Human Responsibility, 
by E. W. Rogers; Satan, by F. A. Tat- 
ford; Christ’s Second Advent, by J. M. 
Davies. Regardless of the theme dis- 
cussed, the quality and content of the 
writing are excellent. The standpoint 
throughout the volume is one of rever- 
ence toward, and faith in, the Bible as 
the infallible Word of God. The Scrip- 
tures are examined sanely and explained 
clearly, without any of the imbalance 
that is caused by partial views of sub- 
jects or blind following of pet theo- 
logians. A good example of the balanced 
approach is the section dealing with the 
sovereignty of God and the free will of 
man. The fact that both truths are 
taught in the Bible is recognized and 
accepted. Four brief, but valuable, ap- 
pendixes are contributed by four addi- 
tional writers on the subjects: How We 
Got Our Bible; The Virgin Birth; The 
Kenosis Theory; Atonement and Recon- 
ciliation. A very full bibliography, a 
general index, and an extensive Scrip- 
ture index complete this useful and safe 
guide to a proper understanding and ap- 
preciation of the foundational doctrines 
of the Christian faith. 


Little Rhody. By Neta Lohnes Frazer. 
(Longmans, Green & Co., Inc., New York 
3; $2.75.) Rhoda Sperry was ten years 
old when her professor father returned 
from Uncle Andrew’s in Michigan, which 
was a long way from New York, as the 
little girl was soon to learn. For Father 
had done the astonishing thing of buy- 
ing a farm there in the West, and the 
next concern was to move. It was most 
exciting, and Rhody would have been 
very happy were it not for two things— 
there could be no birthday party now, 
and people just wouldn't stop calling her 
“Little Rhody.” 
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New life on a farm, with a secret 
strawberry patch, was full of interest. 
Father “traded brains for hay” when he 
tutored the neighbor’s boy with whom 
the older girls both fell in love. Small 
Ned and Russell got their long promised 
puppy from Uncle Andrew, but it was 
Rhody who had the problem of keeping 
him quiet at night. A real difficulty 
sprouted, however, when Rhody had to 
carry six mince pies to a quilting bee 
without the rowdy neighborhood boys 
stealing them en route. Then Christmas 
brought Uncle Ed and a fabulous wax 
doll, which, sad to relate, was Soon nib- 
bled by mice. But the strangest adven- 
ture of all came one night when both par- 
ents and older sisters were absent. Things 
happened which required grown-up de- 
cisions, and after it was all over, it was 
“Little” Rhody no longer. 

Not only young readers, but any who 
recall the gay nineties will find plenty 
of amusement in the book’s 150 pages. 


Romance Comes Riding. By Joyce 
Berggren. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $2.) Rocky mountain 
vistas and pine-sweet air form the back- 
ground for introductions to Claire Mase- 
field and her pal, Donna Caxton, at the 
dude ranch, the Double Rocking X. Both 
girls are beautiful, but despite Donna’s 
ribbing, Claire insists that she will never 
marry until she meets a genuine Sir 
Galahad. Her ideals stem from religious 
novels written by one Colin Daly. 

Then it happens—the girls learn that 
this Daly has an Eagle’s Nest cabin not 
far away. The meeting is inevitable, 
and Claire falls hard for the handsome 
writer. But for him there is no marry- 
ing outside of Christ. So the girls re- 
turn to New York society, with Claire 
at least desperately unhappy. 

One evening after a wild party, some 
of their group dash into a city mission 
run by Daly’s friend, Phil Downing. To 
everyone’s astonishment, Donna breaks 
away and runs to the altar, there to be 
soundly converted. She becomes Phil’s 
mission helper, and, later, his promised 
wife. Claire meets her knight occa- 
sionally, but*Mrs. Masefield, a bigoted 
Catholic, declares her weak heart could 
never endure the shock of family heresy. 
When, however, Colin shows her what 
God’s Son is enduring, Claire yields and 
enters a new life—a happy one, too, in 
spite of her mother’s prostration. 

The author is to be cagmmended for 
an unusual restraint in the story’s love- 
making scenes. 


When You Marry. By Evelyn M. Du- 
vall and Reuben Hill, (Association Press, 
New York 7; $3.75.)

There 
is a chapter on “Family Life and Religious 
Living,” where the problem of interfaith 
marriages is considered, and religion is 
viewed as a central and centralizing fac- 
tor in family life; but religion is defined 
as “what one believes,” and no stress is 
made on the authority of the Bible or 
the need for redemption through Jesus 
Christ. 

The volume abounds in humor, and 
often the humor is the vehicle for a good, 
sound lesson in economics or morality. 
The authers have provided extensive 
bibliography, and footnotes give sugges- 
tions for further reading. 

There are discussions and suggestions 
in this volume that will not be found 
in distinctively Christian books. Under 
the guidance of Christian parents or pas- 
tor, young people may find the volume 
helpful in certain aspects of premarriage 
relationships and married life. Yet it is 
not in itself the answer for those seeking 
Christian instruction, 


Religious Freedom in Eastern Europe. 
By J. Hutchinson Cockburn. (John Knox 
Press, Richmond 8, Va., $2.50.) Lectures 
given at Davidson College on religious 
conditions behind the curtain of iron. 
This is an apparently well-informed 
statement of what clerical churches and 
Christian bodies are enduring at the 
hands of a ferocious, wily, heartiess Com- 
munist system. Our tears, however, 
refuse to flow, at least copiously, at the 
loss of landed estates, religious privi- 
leges, clerical control of education, and 
the like, which Russian and Roman 
Catholicisms have been subjected to. 
Their rows with Communism are for us 
comparable to scraps between dinosaurs 
in Eocine slime. When Dr, Cockburn 
describes Archbishop Stepinac as “the 
most loved and respected person in 
Croatia,” and deprecates the punishment 
that has been meted out to hini (slight 
enough for monstrous crimes), he writes 
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history as the undependable Liberal the- 
ologian writes, to whom white and black 
are interchangeable terms. In general, 
however, this story is welcome not the 
least for its theological implications. It 
makes clear how indescribably wicked 
the human heart can be where there 
has been no Christian atmosphere to 
correct or control it; also the futility of 
man-made social utopias; also the need 
of self-protection by free communities, 
and of drastic rooting out in America 
of this particular type of Russian thistle. 
It might also help close the mouths of 
those who seek to hinder Congressional 
investigations by irreverent appeal to 
“academic freedom.” 


The Heir of Redclyffe. By Charlotte 
M. Yonge. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) Sir Guy 
Morville, direct heir to the great estate 
of Redclyffe, came to live with his 
guardian-uncle’s family, the Edmon- 
stones. His cousin, Philip Morville, who 
was a constant visitor at Hollywell, the 
Edmonstone homestead, was to see much 
of Sir Guy, and throughout the novel 
the deadly feud which had existed for 
centuries between the two branches of 
the house of Morville was evidenced in 
the relationships that developed between 
the two young men. Since the Edmon- 
stone family consisted of three lovely 
daughters besides the parents and an in- 
valid son, it is not strange that romance 
runs throughout the story; and not only 
romance—there is the “age-old struggle 
between good and evil, the conflict between 
pride and humility, the conquest of right 
over wrong even through trouble and 
death.” The scene of the story is laid 
in the England of one hundred years 
ago, and the caliber of the book is such 
that it was used of the Lord in the spir- 
itual awakening of Dr. Abraham Kuyper, 
the great European statesman and the- 
ologian. This present edition has been 
condensed by Marian M. Schoolland, to 
accommodate the modern reader, and it 
is to be hoped that its influence and in- 
spiration and the high standard of Chris- 
tian ethics which it portrays may be 
beneficial to the humble reader as well 
as to the great. 


The First Epistle of John. By Robert S. 
Candlish, D.D. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $5.95.) The priv- 
ilege and experience of our having fel- 
lawship with the Father is dependent 
upon three conditions: first, the pri- 
mary condition of light, the nature 
and the dwelling-place of God; sec- 
ond, the intermediate condition of 
righteousness, based upon God’s right- 
eous nature and the new birth unto 
righteousness; third, the ultimate condi- 
tion of love, the means of a mutual in- 
dwelling—God, who is love, dwelling in 
us, and we in Him. This threefold di- 
vine fellowship of light, righteousness, 
and love, is the secret of our overcoming 
the world and its Prince. Thus Dr. 
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Candlish, stalwart leader of the Free 
Church movement in Scotland during 
the nineteenth century, in this reprint 
edition of a choice work, aptly outlines 
the contents of John’s first Epistle. With 
rare insight as a reverent Bible scholar, 
and with unusual gifts as an expositor, 
the author explains the text, not merely 
verse by verse, but by showing as well 
the continuity of thought from verse to 
verse and throughout the several pas- 
sages. There is more here than just bare 
facts for the mind. It is a big book of 
nearly six hundred large pages of heart- 
searching comment. Unlike many com- 
mentaries, this volume both satisfies and 
strengthens the intellect, and humbles 
and warms the heart. 


We Tried To Stay. By Dorothy S. Mc- 
Cammon. (Herald Press, Scottdale, Pa., 
$2.75.) Like the seeming waste of Mary’s 
precious ointment was the recent sacri- 
ficial service poured out in China by 
the ‘Mennonite quintet of which the 
author was a member. For it was a 
dark time when they arrived in 1947, a 
few months before officials ordered all 
unprepared foreigners to leave. But the 
five felt prepared, so elected to remain. 
Having settled in Hochwan, they fin- 
ished the first mission house in °49 and 
opened a clinic. Even then the Lord 
had granted some fruit, particularly the 
nurse, Julie, who later wrote, “All things 
are God’s well because Romans 8: 28.” 

But the Reds were moving in, and as 
the New Order tightened its grip, mis- 
sion activities were pushed to the wall. 
Life became a daily struggle with in- 
flation, taxes, so-called land reforms, and 
endless regimentation and inspections. 
Hardest of all to bear were the terror- 
stricken native Christians, who swore 
that they did not know the missionaries 
and did not belong to the Christian 
group. Then came the arrest and im- 
prisonment of the author’s husband. 
Weary months later, the group, now 
numbering three plus the new baby, was 
at last permitted to leave for Chung- 
king. Here there had to be further en- 
largement through suffering before the 
way opened to sail for America and 
rejoin the long lost husband and father. 

The chronicle might seem overloaded 
with heartache were it not for the 
writer’s bubbling humor and ability to 
picture down-to-earth living among 
Orientals. And the portrayal of Com- 
munism’s inexorable reach grants the 
reader new insight into methods of deal- 
ing with it and them. Better than all 
else is the never-ending wonder of 
Christ walking on the floods of sorrow 
with His certainties of triumph. 

The volume is one to be treasured, es- 
pecially on today’s mission fields. 


Science Speaks. By Peter W. Stoner. 
(Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, II1., $1.50.) 
Two major lines of evidences for belief in 
the supernatural origin and character 
of the Bible are here presented in an 
admirable way. Professor Stoner has 
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chosen thirteen statements from Genesis 
1 to show how the latest findings of 
science confirm what Moses wrote thou- 
sands of years ago. Then he asks, “What 
chance did Moses have when writing 
this first chapter of getting the thirteen 
items all accurate and in a satisfactory 
order?” His answer is that “Moses had 
one chance in 31,135,104,000,000,000,000.000 
of getting both the items and the order 
accurate.” His conclusion, “We cannot 
doubt that God wrote this book we call 
the Bible.” 

Old Testament prophecies, and espe- 
cially those relating to the coming Christ, 
are subjected to the same mathematical 
analysis. The conclusion is the same. 
“God has proved that He is our super- 
natural God with all wisdom. We have 
no alternative but to believe.” 

The volume was reviewed by com- 
mittees of the American Scientific Affili- 
ation and “has been found, in general, to 
be dependable and accurate in regard 
to the scientific material presented. The 
mathematical analysis included is based 
on principles of probability which are 
thoroughly sound, and Professor Stoner 
has applied these principles in a proper 
and convincing way.” 

This volume should be a great help to 
those who sit under teachers who are 
trying to undermine faith in the Bible, 
and should be used by them to help 
others to see that there is a reason for 
the hope which Christians cherish. 


Word Studies in the Greek New Testa- 
ment—Ephesians and Colossians. By 
Kenneth S. Wuest. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.50.) 
Professor Wuest says that “this book is 
written for the student of the New Tes- 
tament who does not have access to the 
Greek text, but who would [seek] 
the untranslatable richness and added 
accuracy which the original autographs 
afford.” The reference to “autographs” 
is an unfortunate slip. We do not have 
the original “autographs,” but we do 
have very accurate editions in the orig- 
inal language. 

Professor Wuest has done much to 
stimulate the study of Greek. The pres- 
ent volume shows careful study and 
preparation. The Christian worker who 
can check things up in the original lan- 
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guage will be greatly stimulated, but the 
Bible teacher who will not take the pains 
to study his Greek grammar syntax and 
vocabulary, must not suppose that from 
any such book he can gain the equivalent 
of that which comes only through long 
hours of hard labor with the language. 


Our Priceless Heritage. By Henry M. 
Woods, D.D., LL.D, (To be ordered from 
Mrs. Henry M. Woods, 5 S. Oxford Ave., 
Ventnor, Atlantic City, N. J.; regular 
price, $3.50; to ministers and Christian 
laymen, $1.75; by bank check or post 
office money order payable to Grace W. 
Woods.) In a day when Roman Catholic 
propaganda is rampant, the third edition 
of this very useful book is most welcome. 
(The first edition was reviewed in THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Times Jan. 26, 1935). It 
is a thorough exposure of the errors of 
Romanism in contrast with sound Chris- 
tian doctrine according to the Scriptures. 
It was prepared especially for Christian 
schools and colleges, and its wealth of 
information is easily accessible because 
of the orderly arrangement of the book. 
Each of the fifteen chapters is broken 
up into a series of questions and an- 
swers, 

Dr. Woods defines the true Church, 
shows that the Scriptures are its rule of 
faith, that Christ is its Head, and that only 
the Trinity should be worshiped. He 
explains true and false apostolic succes- 
sion, traces the development of the papal 
system, and exposes its evils. He deals also 
with the sacraments, the priesthood, for- 
giveness and confession of sin, purga- 
tory, celibacy, pilgrimages, relics, the 
relation of Church and State, and re- 
ligious liberty and persecution. He 
quotes profusely from Catholic writers 
and historians, giving his sources in a 
satisfying manner; and demolishes Cath- 
olic dogma by history, reason, and copi- 
ous quotations from Scripture. There is 
a bibliography, as well as a summary 
and an index, increasing the usefulness 
of the book. 

This work is a powerful argument 
against Romanism, and a valuable refer- 
ence book for all pastors, Sunday school 
teachers, personal workers, and Chris- 
tian laymén who are interested in main- 
taining “our priceless heritage.” 
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HE topic for this third in the series 
concerning “Our Church” is intended 
to draw attention, on this Sunday that 
is observed in many churches as “World 
Order Sunday,” to the fact that. news- 
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paper headlines seldom mention the 
healing and helpful work of the Chris- 
tian church. More often they are given 
to war news, to dissensions and disagree- 
ments among nations, crime and mur- 
der, and the like.

There are a number of reasons why 
this is so. One of them is that many 
people (perhaps even some of us) would 
not buy a newspaper if all the war news 
and sensational crime news were left 
out or buried in the middle or in the 
back of the paper, and the frent pages 
told only of kind and sacrificial deeds. 
Occasionally a reporter will write up a 
human-interest story telling of kindness, 
or sacrificial love, or unselfishness, and 
it will make the front page, but in most 
cases such articles are not thought sen- 
sational enough for such a position. In 
a very large measure a newspaper prints 
what its readers demand, and all too 
often its readers do not look upon good 
deeds as “news.”

Another reason why Christian deeds, 
and love and kindness do not get into 
the headlines is that most of those who 
are engaged in such practices are not 
the kind of folk who care to publicize 
their work. They prefer not to let their 
left hand know what their right hand 
is doing, and, either for reasons of mod- 
esty or for consideration for those who 
have been helped, not very much is said 
about it.

Still another reason is, perhaps, the 
fact that the human heart is naturally 
selfish, and very often is unkind or even 
cruel to others. Oh, many individuals 
will make a gesture of kindness by giv- 
ing a dime to a beggar, secretly hoping 
at the same time to pile up merit some- 
how, but let an appeal affect their 
pocketbooks to the degree that it hurts, 
or let it involve the giving up of some 
privilege or indulgence, and quite an- 
other attitude will often show itself. It 
is only when Christ comes into the heart 
of an individual that he really begins to 
think about another as himself, and be- 
comes willing to give up comforts and 
material possessions and even life itself 
for the sake of others who have not yet 
heard what Christ has done and can do 
for all who will accept Him as»Saviour 
and Lord.

It is right here that much that is writ- 

ten and said about World Order today 
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falls short. The term “World Order” 
has come to mean a better understand- 
ing and co-operation among the nations 
of the world by which al] nations, work- 
ing together and sharing in responsibil- 
ity and work and eagpense, may produce 
better results, larger benefits, and 
greater security than could be achieved 
by any individual person or group or 
nation. The whole plan depends for 
its success on the co-operation of each 
member and the willingness of each to 
surrender certain of what it may con- 
sider as “rights,” in order to promote 
the best interests of the whole group. 

But there is one fatal flaw in this ideal. 
It is the same flaw that existed in a 
certain man’s effort to teach a lion and 
a lamb to live in peace and harmony. 
When someone inquired as to the suc- 
cess of his plan, he commented, “Oh, it 
is coming along fine. There is just one 
difficulty. Every once in a while I have 
to get a new lamb.” Among the nations 
of the earth, just as in any group of in- 
dividuals, there are some who will not 
co-operate, and who will insist upon 
having their own selfish way. We have 
seen in recent years a very discourag- 
ing example of just this sort of thing on 
the part of Russia and her participation 
in the United Nations. We have had an 
excellent demonstration of this same 
condition in our efforts to negotiate with 
Red China concerning Korea.

Now, this does not mean that right 
thinking or unselfish nations should not 
continue to deal fairly and unselfishly 
with other nations, or to make every 
reasonable effort to maintain peace and 
righteousness in the world. Nor does 
it mean that individuals should not 
make every reasonable effort to get 
along and live peaceably with other in- 
dividuals. But it does mean that we 
should not be deceived into thinking 
that, even with the best of such efforts, 
we are going to bring about World 
Order. God’s Word makes it very plain 
that the only way in which individuals 
and nations can live in lasting peace and 
harmony with one another will come 
about by a change of heart in the in- 
dividual. In this present day that 
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SOME PEOPLE SAY: 
“I must try to reduce. 
I am putting on weight.” 


TO US DAILY PEOPLE CRY: 

“I have nothing to give my children 
to eat.” OR: “My mother is going blind 
and needs an operation urgently. Help 
us.” Some tell us: “I am a widow with 
little orphans and nobody seems to 
care whether we live or perish.” 

Some people have heard the gospel 
over and over again. 

We witness to many Jewish people 
who have had no opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with the Lord Jesus 
Christ, their Messiah. 

Among these needy people is our la- 
bor of love—to aid them in their fight 
for survival, physical and spiritual. 

To many we are the arm of the 
Lord—extending food to the hungry, 
comfort to the despairing, and the 
Bread of Life to those perishing with- 
out Christ.

measure by the preaching of the Gospel. 
But God, in this age, does not compel 
men to acknowledge Him and serve Him, 
and, therefore, any change in men’s 
hearts is dependent yipon their willing- 
ness to accept Christ and to serve Him 
and be controlled by Him. 

The day is coming, however, when a 
perfect world order will be established 
by the return of the Lord Jesus Christ 
and the setting up of His righteous, im- 
partial, and world-encircling govern- 
ment, when “the mountain of the Lord’s 
house,” or the Kingdom of God, will be 
“established in the top of the mountains,” 
and “exalted above the hills,” or, in 
other words, above all the nations of 
the earth. All the people in that day 
will have a disposition to learn God's 
ways and to walk in His paths, and the 
Lord Himself will exercise judgment 
among the nations, rebuking and teach- 
ing them (Isa, 2:2-4). Here is the world’s 
only hope for a true and lasting world 
order.
